Chicago, Juy 11.—It is reported that 
when the federal grand jury concludes its 
investigation of the American Railway 
Union it will begin an inquiry into the 
policy and methods of the General Man- 
agers’ Association. Among the leaders of 
the workingmen the charge has been made 
openly and repeatedly that the obsefuction 
of United States mails and the interruption 
of interstate commerce were due quite as 
much to the general managers as to the 
railway has bien stated that 
the general managers agreed among them- 
selves that no trains should be run on 
either road till all had gained their points 
in dispute with the men. This was done, 
it is argued, to hold back such companies 
as showed an inclination to treat with its 
employes and bring about a resumption of 
traffic on its own lines. 

It is asserted by the men that they can 
prove that telegrams were sent out .frem 
the General Managers’ Association order- 
ing certain railroad lines to send out no 
trains till a designated scheme had been

Gompers Opposes a Strike. 

The general public as well as organized 
labor is looking forward with “marked in- 
terest to the meeting of the executive board 
of the American Federation of Labor, per- 
haps the most powerful organization of the 
kind in the country, in this city tomorrow, 
and its action is expected to have a 
marked effect on the outcome of the pres- 
ent industrial struggle. It is known that 
the position of Samutl Gompers, its presi- 
dent, has been one of opposition to a sym- 
pathetic strike of federation men at this 
time, and that he looks on the existing 
situation as critical. He has invited the 
heads of other labor organizations to meet 
him ‘here at that time, and the belief ts 
that he will strenously advocate measures 
to bring the trouble to an end. 

Backbone and Neck Both Broken, 

The great railway strike is practically 
at an end in Chicago. Trains on all roads 
are moving; passenger trains are almost 
without exception on time, and freight 
traffic is rapidly becoming regular. 

“The back of the strike is not only 
broken,”’ said Manager Egan, of the Gen- 
eral Managers’ Association, this after- 
noon, “‘but the backbone has entirely dis- 
appeared. The blockade is raised and it 
will require but a short time to get the 
railroad business of the city into its regular 
routine.’’ 

The Santa Fe ran trains regularly in and 
out of Chicago and the Erie resumed 
freight traffic, with its passenger and ex- 
press trains running on time. 

The Louisville, New Albany and Chicago 
ran all trains on time all day, the burned 
bridge at Harhmond having been repaired. 

On the Chicago and Great Western all pas- 
senger and freight traffic as well as yard 
work was handled regularly, and the Chi- 
cago, and Alton reported all trains on the 
entire road running without interruption. 

The Chicago and Bastern Illinois experi- 
enced no trouble with the exception of a 
demonstrative crowd at Brazil, Ind. 

The Illinois Central had 190 loads of in. 
bound freight today and its through pas- 
senger service was regular. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quinc# 
handled several freight and stock trains 
today and its passenger and suburban 
trains were all on time. 

On the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chica- 
go all passenger trains ran regularly and 
freights were moved more freely. 

The Pan Handle moved freight freely 
and reported its passenger service uninter- 
rupted and the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul handled the regular number of 
freight, passenger and suburban trains. 

The Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 


suspended the reception from western con- 
nections of perishable freight and live 


stock. No More New Men. 


No more new men will be brought to Chi- 
cago by the general managers to take the 
places of strikers. General Manager’ Egan 
said today:

Mayor’ Fly’s Proclamation. . 
Galveston, Tex., July 1l.—Mayor Fly to- 
day issued a proclamation commanding all 
citizens to observe the peace and abstain 
from violence, swore in 200 extra police and 
ordered out two companies of local military. 
The sheriff also swore in seventy-five addi- 
tional deputies, and armed them with Win- 
chester rifies. In the face of this show of 
force, the. violent strikers have cooled 
down and gone home. All trains. will here- 
after be guarded and thoroughly protected 
from any interference of strikers. Thé 
authorities of Texas will enforce the law, 
and, if necessary, the governor will order 
out the militia’ to assist the civil authorities 
in maintaining order, preserving the peace 
and protecting property. 


WARNED BY THE GOVERNOR. 


A. R. U. Men Hear the Law Laid Down. 
All Quiet at Meridian, 
Meridian, Miss., July 14—(Special.)—All is 
quiet at this Genter with the strikers. Pas- 
senger trains are running as heretofore and 
several freight trains that have been tied 
up since Sunday, were moved out today. 
Mr. R. Carroll, general manager of the 
Queen and Crescent system, arrived in 
the city last night with a large force of 
experienced railroad men from Cincinnati, 
who will pursue the work left off by the 
strikers. Governor John M. Stone is also i 
the city to view the situation. 
The strikers and sympathizers, about 400 
in number, congregated at the A. and V. 
hall last night, formed a procession and 
marched through the streets, led by a band 
playing ‘‘Dixie.’”” The procession was very 
orderly and no threats were made by any 

one. 

Two of the men brought from Cincinnati 
last night, on going to work in the yards 
this morning, were found to have a pistol 
on their person. A striker discovered the 
fact and had them arrested. They were 
immediately tried by Mayor Dial in the 
presence of Governor Stene and a courtroom 
full of strikers. The mayor, after hearing 
the evidence in the case, fined one $25 and 
costs and discharged the other. 

This evening Govenor Stone addressed the 
American Railway Union lodge by invita- 
tion. He emphatically warned them against 
lawlessness, rioting, etc. Every word that 
he spoke was full of determinatiédn and 
courage and will prove beneficial in sup- 
pressing angry feelings that now exist be- 
tween strikers and scabs. 


Governor Hogg on the Strike. 

Austin, Tex., July 11.—The sirike to take 
place on Texas railroads today failed to 
materialize here, and trains tonight draw- 
ing Pullmans left as usual. Talking to 
prominent railroad men and locomotive en- 
gineers here tonight, they say they have 
no idea the strike in Texas will amount to 
much. 

There was some lawlessness last night at 
Galveston, and Governor Hogg tonight, for 
the benefit_of the strikers, made public the 
following: 

“I hope this. strike will not become seri- 
ous. Really, there is no cause for one. 
Almost every road in Texas is under con- 
tract to draw Pullmans, and, if a strike in 
‘Texas was successful, Pullman will make 
the roads pay him heavy damages. 
state of Tetas is amply able and will, 80 
long as I am governor, take a hand against 
and suppress any man, or set of men, who 
undertakes to overthrow the law and de- 
stroy property, franchises and rights to 
the protectiog of which the whole people 
stand pledged ‘by their state and federal 
constitutions. Railroads, railroad . trains, 
railroad hands and railroad strikers, and all 
other people as well, shall have their rights 
duly. protected to the full extent of the 
law by local and state authority. It is 
well for everybody to understand this at 
the outset. The law is supreme in Texas, 
and will remain so. I apprehend no serious 
trouble over the much-talked-of strike in 


Texas.” 


Everything Serene at Memphis. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 11.—The strike at 
Memphis is a thing of the past. Trains of 
every description are moving on time and 
the railrodds have given notice that per- 
ishable freight whl be accepted for ship- 
ment for all northern and eastern points. 

An injunction was granted today in 
the circuit court restraing the members 
of the local councfi of the American Rall- 
way Union from interfering with the run- 
ning of mail trains or interrupting interstate 
commerce. 

The St. Louis, Iron Mountain and South- 
ern trainmen and switchmen at Little 
Rock, Ark., went out again today on an 
order from Debs. A gang of strikers and 
hoodlums stoned a passenger train at 
Barring Cross, a suburb of Little Rock, 
and smashed the windows of the cars. 
Deputy marshals appeared On the scene 
and charged the rioters, putting them to 
flight. Two strikers were arrested. 

The blockade on the Memphis route at 
Mammoth Springs, Ark., was broken to- 
night. A large force of new men from 
Memphis and Kansas City were put to 
work under guard of 200 deputies and the 
tracks cleared. 

Dispatches from important railroad cen- 
ters in Tennessee, Arkansas and Mississippi 
in regard to Sovereign's strike order are ajl 
of the same tense. Not a single man 


stopped work. 


No Response from the South. 

Charleston, S. C., July 11.—There is no 
organization here of the Knights of Labor 
as far as the public knows, and no attempt 
to obey Sovereign’s order to strike. No 
lator troubles are apprehended here. 

Savannah, Ga., July 11.—The onty labor 
organization in Savannah is the trades’ as- 
sembly, which has taken no recognition of 
Sovereign’s order. There is no excitement 
here and no disposition among Jaboring 
men to strike. : 

Montgomery, Ala., July 11.—There is no 
Knights of Labor or labor organization so 
far as the public knows, consequently Sov- 
ereign’s order had no effect. Everything 
is quiet here. — 

Jacksonville, Fla., July 11.—Sovereign’s 
strike order fell flat in Florida. The 
Knights of Labor simply ignored it. Sov- 
ereign was down here some months ago 
and announced in a public speech that 
organized labor in this state was in excel- 
lent condition. The laborevs seem to 
agree with him, for they manifest no dispo- 
sition to strike.

I can only assure you that if this company 
now restores the wages of the fitstghalf of 
‘1893, as you have asked, it would be a 
most unfortunate thing for the men, be- 
cause there are no less than sixty days of 
contract work in sight in the shops ynder 
all orders, and there is absolutely no possi- 
bility, in the present condition of affairs 
throughout the country, of geting- any more 
orders for work at prices measured by the 
wages of May, 1893. Under such a scale 
the works would necessarily close down 
and the great majority of the employes be 
put in idleness, a contingency I am using 
my best efforts to avoid. 
Trying té Care for His Men. 


“To further benefit the peoplé of Pullman 
and vicinity, we concentrated all the work 
that we could command at that point by 
closing our Detroit shops entirely, and lay- 
ing off a large number of men at other 
repair shops, and gave to Pullman the re- 
pair of all cars that could be taken care of 
there. 

“Also, for the further benefit of our peo- 
ple at Pullman we have carried on a large 
System of internal improvements, having 
expended nearly $100,000 since August last 
in work which, under normal conditions, 
would have been spread over one or two 
years. The policy would be to continue 
this class of work to as great an extent 
as possible, provided, of course the Pull- 
man men show a proper appreciation of the 
situation by doing whatever they can to 
help themselves to tide over the hard 
times, which are so seriously felt in every 
part of the country. 

“There have been some complaints made 
about rents. As to this, I would say that 
the return to this company of the capital 
invested in the Pullman tenements for the 
last year and the year before was 3.82 per 
cent. There are hundreds of tenements in 
Pullman renting from $% to $9 per month, 
and the tenants are relieved of the usual 
expenses of the exterior cleaning and re- 
moving of garbage, which is done by the 
company. The average amount collected 
from employes for gas consumed is about 
$2. a month. To ascertain the exact 
amount of water consumed by the tenants, 
separate from the amount consumed by 
the works, we have recently put in me- 
ters, by which we find that the water 
consumed by the tenants, if paid for at 
the rate of 4 cents per 1,000 gallons, in 
accordance with our original:contract with 
the village of \Hyde Park, would amount 
to about $1,000 a month, almost exactly 
the rate which we have charged the ten- 
ants, this company assuming the expenses 
of pumping. At the increased rate the 
city is now charging us for water, we are 
paying about $500 a month in excess of the 
amount charged to the tenants. The pres- 
ent pay rolls at Pullman amount to about

Washington, July 11.—(Special.)—The fact 
that the senate has adopted Senator Dan- 
iels’s resolution endorsing the action of 
President Cleveland in calling out the mili- 
tary to suppress the riotous strikers, it is 
believed here, will have a good effect upon 
the situation. 

Public men, as a rule, regardless of party, 
have no sympathy with the methods re- 
sorted to by the strikers. Mr. Cleveland is 
determined that there shall be no more 
destruction of property by strikers, and 
that they shall prevent none from working 
who care to do so. 

It is probable that this strike will lead 
to the adoption of some act of congress 
looking to the arbitration of disagreements 
between corporations and employes on the 
line recommended in Mr. Cleveland’s letter 
to congress eight years ago. 

Several members of the executive commit- 
tee of the Knights of Labor are here urging 
the passage of the bill introduced by Sena- 
tor George, of Mississippi, which provides 
for arbitration between employer and em- 
ploye in case of disagreement. 

T. B. McGuire, a member of the executive 
board, says this strike will lea! to the 
formation of a new labor party in the 
country.

within a few days. 

Smooth Sailing in the Senate. 

Captain Howell has been with Senators 
Gordon and Walsh and other senators 
daily. All assure him that the bill will go 
through the sefiAate without material oppo- 
sition. The difficulty, if there be any, will 
be met with in conference. But nothing 
serious is apprehended there, as the house 
conferees will be Messrs. Sayers, O'Neill 
and Coggswell, and O’Neill and Coggswell, 
a majority, are already committed to the 
bill on a direct vote in committee. Thus 
everything would seem favorable to the 
passage of the Dill.

Increased the Appropriations, 
Washington, July 11.—The senate come- 
mittee on commerce this afternoon reported 
the river and harbor bill to the senate. The 
bill carried an increase over the acts passed 
by the house amounting to $3,087,490, of 
which $2,267,430 is expended on rivers and 
$820,499 on harbors. Divided according to 
states the increases are as follows: Vir- 
ginia—Jamestown island, $10,000; Norfolk 
harbor, $35,000. North Carolina—Roanoke 
river, $50,000; Cape Fear, $132,000. South 
Carolina—Winyah bay, $8,000. Georgia— 
Cumberland sound, $70,000; Brunswick bar, 
$30,000. Ficrida—Pensacola harbor, $25,000; 
Key West, $15,000.

“It’s a record of falsehoods,”’ said Colonel 
Livingston, ‘‘and so was the article along 
that line-in The Journal the other day.” 

At this point, Mr. Alex Bealer, the well- 
krown staff correspondent of The Journal, 
who was sitting at the table, arose and

He was cut short by shouts and cheers 
from Colonel Livingston’s friends, crying 
vehemently: “Sit down!

I am 
not making your speech for you.’ 

Colonel Livingston, in his speech tonight, 
made use of the statement: “I, with Mr. 
Cleveland, favor a paper dollar, a gold 
dollar and a silver dollar, but believe we 
ought to hold them on a parity.’’ 

Perverting the sentence, Mr. Candler, in 
closing, tried to make it appear that Col- 
onel Livingston had favored any sort of 
a dollar on earth. The colonel called him 
to taw, and repeated his statement. Mr. 
Candler charged that Livingston had said 
he ought to be sent back to congress be- 
cause he had spent a lot of money-on the 
race for congress before, to which Colonel 
Livingston replied: ‘“‘It is not true. I say 
I ought to be sent to congress because I 
would make a better congressman than 
that man there,’ pointing to Candler. 

Thus goes the battle on the first day.

The petition was recently submitted to 
the board of education by several preachers 
and sundry citizens, asking that the board 
would withdraw the appropriation from the 
Catholic school this year. The board has 
not yet acted on the petition, but it is un- 
derstood that the sentiment of a majority 
of the members is against granting the 
petition. They say the school has been 
maintained and operated about twenty-two 
years without any frigtion or trouble, and

He believed he was right, being a 
conscientious man, and acted in accord 
with his coauvictions. As a member 
of the last legislature, he contended 
against the passage of resolutions en- 
dorsing the free coinage of silver and 
favored the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law. 

Mr. Rankin is an able man and a deep 
thinker. He is very strong in north 
Georgia, and it will be gratifying to the 
friends of the people’s money to see that 
he comes squarely out in behalf of free 
coinage and admits that it must come. 

The announcement of Mr. Rankin is 
very significant, as showing the steady 
drift of the sentiment of the state to 
the demand for the return to “the coin- 
age of both gold and silver,” as pledged 
by the democratic platform.

Viewed from Europe. 


Whenever we have a little trouble 
over here Europe looks for the collapse 
of the republic. : 

The statesmen and thinkers of the old 
world have always predicted the failure 
of our system of government. More 
than a generation ago Lord Macaulay 
predicted that some day the discontent- 
ed and desperate classes would plunge 
the country into a social revolution. 
Thomas Carlyle wrote: “America’s bat- 
tle is yet to fight; new spiritual pythons; 
enormous megatherions, as ugly as ever 
were born of mud, loom huge and hid- 
eous out of the twilight futur@on Amer- 
ica. She will have her own agony and 
will have her own victory, but on terms 
that she does not yet quite understand.” 

With these predictions before-them it 
is natural that cur Buropesn friends 
should take a very serious view of the 


paper, The Gaulois, says that the cause 
of the trouble is the McKinley tariff, 
which drew capital and labor into enter- 
prises that had no future before them, 
and the extravagance of the Harrison 
administration. The London papers de- 
nounce the strike as a mad man’s dream 
and say that the strikers will suffer as 
much or more than fhe other side. “In 
Berlin the strike is regarded as dishs- 
trous to our future, and much bloodshed 
is looked for.

It must be admitted that our occas- 
ional touches of anarchy are destructive 
and deadly, but in the past the govern- 
ment has always been able to suppress 

| disturbances and restore order, and it 
4s utterly absurd to suppose that a ma- 
jority of our 70,000,000 people will ever 
permit such a reign of terror as France 
has seen several times in the course of 
the past hundred years. There are no 
deep, underlying causes at the bottom of 
the present agitation—nothing that can- 
not be satisfactorily remedied by the 
just reforms pledged in the platform of 
the dominant party. These reforms 
have been delayed by huckstering poll- 
ticians who thought more of the inter- 
ests of monopolies and trusts than of 
the welfare of the people, but the pres- 
sure of public opinion will now cause 
the statesmen of both parties to go to 
work to give the country the promised 
and much-needed financial relfef and 
other legislation dethanded by the ext- 
gencies of the times. 

The country will come out all right. 
There is far less danger of a collapse of 
government here than there is in some 
of the older countries of Europe. 


Georgia at the Exposition. 

We reproduce in another column an 
editorial from The Thomasville Times- 
Enterprise advocating a state building 
at the Cotton States and International 
exposition. 

The suggestion is,a good one antl our 
contemporary gives sound reasons for 
its adoption. As The Times-Enterprise 
puts it, our changed conditions will com- 
pel capital to invest in manufacturing, 
mining and other industries, and in or- 
der to get our full share of the benefits 
to be derived from the exposition the 
state should have a building in which 
our people can display the products of 
their fields, mines and forests and the 
handiwork of our artists and artisans. 

Of course, we cannot think of allow- 
ing Georgia to go without a separate 
building, when the government will have 
one. We must have a building worthy 
of the state and of the exposition. We 
can make an exhibit of our matchless 
resources and products that will attract 
the attention of the outside world, and 
cause a rush of capital and enterprise 


Capital Looking South. 

The idea is growing in the north that 
thee south is the section of peace and 
safety. 

Mr. Baldwin, third vice president of 
the Sguthern railway, on his visit to 
Richmond, a few days ago, suid that 
capitalists were looking southward be- 
cause they are now satisfied that their 
investments will be safer here than in 
the north and west on account of the 
lawless elements in those sections. 

The publications of the census bureau 
and the reports of commercial agencies 
and trade journals during the past few 
years have opened the eyes of outsiders 
to the progress and the possibilities of 
this region. The Baltimore Sun says: 

Very significant, indeed are the figures 
of the bureau of statistics showing the ex- 
ports from the United States in the eleven 
months ended May 31, 1894. The total was 
$834,000,000, against $782,000,000 In the like pe- 
riod of the preceding year, an increase of 
$52,000,000. But more than half of this in- 
crease was in exports from the south, show- 
ing the decided revival of business activity 
in that section. The exports from southern 
ports aggregated $285,700,000, or $27,000,000 
more than in eleven months of the ygir 
ended May 31, 1893. Baltimore’s exports ag- 
gregated $73,963,000; those of Charleston, $13,- 
028,130; Galveston, $34,985,000; New Orleans, 
$79,373,000; Newport News, . $13,638,000; No@- 
folk and Portsmouth, $10,039,000; Pensacola, 
$3,694,000; Richmond, $3,965,000; Savannah, 
$24,815,000; Wilmington, $6,999,000. These to- 
tals, as respects some of these ports, are 
surprising. The rates of increase over last 
year are also surprising. Baltimore’s in- 
crease was $7,400,000; that of Savannah, 
$5,900,000; of Newport News, $6,000,000; of 
New Orleans, $5,100,000; of Charleston, 
$4,000,000. 

The patient industry and peacefulness 
of the south naturally make our pros- 
pects brighter than those of other quar- 
ters of the union. The recent extended 
trouble in the west will cause capital 
and enterprise to seek a field in which 
they will not be molested, and where 
they will feel assured that the over- 
whelming majority of the people are on 
the side of law and order. 

The south is the land of promise!

WAITING FOR THE HARVEST. 


Sandersville Progress: Good reports about 
the corn crop come from all quarters of 
the county.

Gwinnett Herald: Mr. A. P. Brooks 
brought to our office last Saturday a sample 
of bearded wheat raised by him last year. 
The heads are long, the graing fine and 
the yield fs far superior to the ordinary 
purple straw. He thinks that-this variety 
is much better than the gld wheat used by 
our farmers, because it yields more and 
is not so Hable to be injured by rust, al- 
though it is not rust proof. He made a 
test this year. He had in about three acres 
of purple straw that yielded twenty-five 
bushels. He also had three acres of the 
bearded wheat, in the same field and same 
quality of land, neither pfece was fertilized. 
The bearded wheat made forty-five bushels, 
and he says would have made fifty if the 
chickens and turkeys had not destroyed 
part of it. We published some time since 
a statement of Mr. Tribble’s that he had 
made this year sixty-eight bushels on three 
acres. This was done by bringing his land 
up. That was an important lesson to our 
farmers. But we think Mr. Brooks’s ex- 
periment with the bearded and purple straw 
wheat is more important than the other. 
Here was land unmanured, planted at the 
same time, recefved the same cultivation, 
with no additional expense, and yet one va- 
riety yields twice as much as the other.

Of 
marketable silver not tn storage, uncoined, 
there are in the world between 70,000,000 and 
75,000,000 ounces. It is tasy to perceive the 
cause of the closing of the mints of the 
world outside the United States to the free 
coinage of silver. It fs not from fear of the 
comparatively small amount—2,000 or 2.500 
tons—of silver out of coinage being dumped 
upon them, but it is the immense mass— 
15,000 or 16,000 tons—in the vaults of the 
United States treasury, comed and stored at 
a profit and for speculation, that they fear; 
for the moment any foreizn mint were to 
open to the free coinage of silver at 15% 
} to 1 the vaults of the United States treasu- 
ry would be unlocked and an avalanche of 
| silver would be dumped upon it at an addi- 

tional profit of 4 cents an ounce to the 
United States, which would ruin or swamp 
not only one but all foreign mints had they 
the temerity to open. In her financial poli- 
cy. the United States is playing the part of 
a pirate, to the serious injury of her own 
commercial prosperity, and the growth and 
the welfare and interests of her toiling 
millions. She can oapen her mints to the 
free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, and with 
coined, idle dollars stored in her vaults at 
a profit, buy every ounce of outstanding, 
uncoined silver in the world, without the 
slightest danger of becoming the ‘‘dumping

The world, Mr. Editor, is waking up to 
the iniquitous scheming of money sharks 
to establish a single standard of values and 
the appreciation of that standard to a 
point that will reduce the earnings of agri- 
culturists and wage-workers to the average 
of coolies; and the compulsory coinage of 
silver by the United States at a profit has 
aided and promoted this wicked scheme to 
the point of almost universal ruin.

The southern ~*-‘e« were forced 
to repudiate the debts they had incurred 
in their defense against invasion. hese 
debts were held by friends. Certainly after 
forcing these states to repudiate honest 
debts, it comes with very poor grace for 
the north to criticise the south for repudl- 
ating debts that were never Incurred oy 
the southern people, but ‘were incurred 
when the states were in the hands of 4 
set of foreign adventurers who obtains d 
power only through the force of the fed- 
eral government, and used it only to issue 
bonds to enrich themselves. 

To show how the freebooters pillaged the 
southern states. it is only necessary t0 
show the amount of the debts they had 
saddled on the states in three years alter 
their accession to power. The figures given 
below do not represent the total indebted- 
ness of the states in 1871, but the amount 
of the debts that had been incurred by the 
carpet baggers. The figures are as fol- 
lows: 

Alabama, $52,761,917; Arkaesas, $19,595,°"; 
Florida, $15,797,587: Georgia, $42,560,500; Lou-

During 
that time the indebtedness of the southers 
states was increased in amounts ranging

The refusai of the southern states to pay 
these fraudulent debts has not injured thelr 
credit in the slightest degree. The cre’ 
of every southern state was bad before t ie 
repudiation of these debts, and since tne) 
have been repudiated southern credit is 
good. The southern states, except in 4 
few instances, have repudiated their honest 
debts only when forced by the federal! 
g¢cvernment to do so. With this exception 
northern states have repudiated as often 
and as much. The repudiation of thes¢ 
corpet bag debts was neither bad mora!s 
nor bad policy.

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AN ATLANTA MAN IN THE STRIKE.

Mr. Jack Wilson's Experiences in Get- 
ting Away from Chicago. 
Mr. Jack Wilson, who has charge of th 
Kimball house billiard room, vig just 
turned from a three weeks’ trip to his old 
home in Canada, some 600 miles north of 
Winnepeg. 
Mr. Wilson arrived in Chicago, on his 
way to Atlanta, on Tuesday of last week. 
It was his intention to leave Chicago on the 
morning of his arrival, but he was delayed 
for six days on account of the great rail- 
road strike now in progress in that city. 
He gives a very interesting account of the 
State of affairs in Chicago, and of the im- 
portant events which occurred while he was 
there, 
“I left Winnepeg for Chicago, via the 
Northern Pacific railroad,” said he. “I ar- 
rived in St. Paul all right, but the strike 
having reached that city on the Iine of the 
Northern Pacific, the officials of that road 
Secured my passage to Chicago via the 
Great Northern. We arrived in Chicago 
about six hours late on Tuesday morning. 
I then boarded the Big Four train for Cin- 
cinnati, but after several hours’ waiting 
we were informed that the train would not 
go. I then tried the Monon route, but with 
the same result. I had to keep this up, 
boarding several trains every day, until at 
last we managed to leave on Sunday af- 
ternoon at haf-past 4 o’clock. Once we got 
as far as Hammond, Ind., but the strikers 
prevented us from going any further, and 
we had to return to Chicago. Again we 
left the Polk street station, but the train 
soon had to stop, as a freight car was over- 
turned on the track in front of us. The 
strikers then put telegraph poles on the 
track behind us to keep us from moving 
either way, but finally the troops, which 
were guarding the train, moved enough the 
poles to enable us to back into the city.” 
Mr. Wilson was an eye witness of fhe 
great fire in which a line of cars reaching 
for a distance of two miles were burned. Of 
these most of the cars belonged to the 
Pennsylvania railroad. He also saw the 
great world’s fair fire. This, he says, was 
the grandest scene of his life. 
According to Mr. Wilson, in many cases 
the leaders of the mobs were women. They 
are more furious and harder for the police 
to handle than the men. A great ice famine 
is in progress, and $7,000,000 worth of dressed 
beef spoiled Saturday in consequence.

(‘HE WAS SENTENCED FOR PERJURY 


| Marion Heflin, Who Was Convicted of the 
) Same Offense, Is Free—The Story of 
the Two Perjurers Reviewed. 


For more than six months, thinking only 
of the sufferings of her imprisoned son, 
|} the shother of Glenn McCord has gought to 
obtain a pardon for him, strong in the be- 
lief that he has been punished enough 
and that, in addition to this, his physical 
condition warrants the immediate exercise 
ef executive clemency. 
- With the liberty of her son in view, Mrs. 
McCord presented to Governor Northen 
yesterday morning a petition signed by a 
yuumber of prominent citizens and with the 
mame of solicitor Charley Hill attached. 
She asked that he withhold his decision 
until she could obtain the signature of 
Judge Richard Clark, who presided at the 
trial of her son and senténce@ him to his 
present term in the penitentiary. 
The story of Glenn McCord’s connection. 


subsequent trial for perjury, which was fol- 
lowed by convittion, is remembered by 
many. McCord was not alone, however, for 
at the same time Marion Heflin was con- 
victed of the same charge, but managed 
to secure his freedom through some techni- 
cality of law, after remaining in jail for 


Gresham and it was upon the evidence of 
Heflin and McCord that he was turred 
loose. The tria] of these two for perjury 
followed and both were convicted. 

After his conviction the attorneys for Hef- 
lin began to cast about for some way of 
bringing their client out safely and finally 
took the case to the supreme court. The 
petition presented to this court contained 
twenty-two counts as to why the verdict of 
guilty should not be allowed to stand. In 
twenty-one of these the supreme court held 
that the lower court was eminently correct, 
but an oversight caused the case to be 
thrown back. The petition alleged tha 
there had been no show of previous action 
in any case upon which the testimony could 
be based. The case of Eddleman, his trial 
and release, were not mentioned in Heflin’s 
indictment and the supreme court gave him 
another trial. His attorneys placed a de- 
mand for trial on the minutes of the court 
and awaited developments. When the time 
for trial came the state was not ready and 
a second demand was placed upon the 
minutes. No trial was had for some reason 
and the attorneys for Hefllin made applica- 
tion to Judge Marshall J. Clarke, who was 
on the bench at that time, and. upon the 
showing made him, he was forced to sign 
a discharge, releasing the prisoner from cus- 
tody. 

In this way McCord, who was sentenced 
to eight years in the penitentiary, has vir- 
tually served the sentence ior both of- 
fendérs and has in consequence served four 
years already. It ig said that he is in a bad 
physical condition and it is upon this 
ground as much as any other that his mota- 
er is pushing her petition for pardon.

Charged with the care of a dead com- 
rade’s body, the National Fencibles, of 
Washington, D. C., captained by C. 38. 
Domer, arrived in Atlamta yesterday at 
noon, remaining in the .city only twenty 
minutes before resuming their sorrowful 
journey, which, but for the unfortunate ao- 
cident would. have been a triumphant re- 
turn. 

Until apprised of the death of Lieutenant 
Tomlinson the local military had been pre- 
paring to give the Fencibles a@ rousing re- 
ception. An old time barbecue Was to have 
been the piece de resistance of the enter- 
tainment, and the) Washington boys had 
made all arrangenfents to stop over here 
for a day and a night and enjoy the splen- 
did hospitality of the local

cibles left Washington and they would have 
been willing victims. The fact that the 
Pencibles won the first prize—$2,500 in cash— 
would have made the occasion a great one 
in military circtes, since Atlanta would be 
in possession of the crack military com- 
pany of the United States, 

mut all this was precjuded by-the acci- 
dental death of Acting Lieutenant Arthur 
Tomlinson, and the laurels of victory were 
thus interwreathed with the cypress of 
heart-felt sorrow. Than Lieutenant Tomlin- 
son there was not a more popular man in 
he company. He was always the life of the 
crowd and an apt and good-natured soldier, 
though strict to disefpline, 

When the Georgie Pacific train rolled 
slowly into the union depot yesterday two 
of its cars were draped in mourning—the 
special sleeper of the National Fencibjes 
and the bewgage car, in which, handsomely 
coffined, lay the body of Lieutenant Tomlin- 
son, watched over by a detail of two of his 
former comrades. Beautiful floral offerings 
were on the outer casket and others were 
placed near it. An eddition to these evi- 
dences of sympathy was made by the Fifth 
Georgia regiment in the shape of a splen- 
did floral design exquisite in its arrange- 
ment, representing the “The Gates Ajar.” 
Rosebuds, fresh and dainty and maiden- 
hair fern composed the design. 

Among the local militiamen at the union 
depot to meet the Fé@hoibles were the fol- 
lowing named: 

Major W. J. Kendrick, of the Fifth regi« 
ment Georgia volunteers; Captain Juve Nash, 
of the Atlanta Rifles; Lieutenants Will 
Richardson and Clyde Haynes, of the Rifles, 
and Sandy Cunninghem, of the Rifles. 

A number of the Gate City Guard was 
present, 

The Fencibles will reach Washington 
this morning and will be met by commiuttees 
from the Nationa] Rifles and a portion of the 
First regiment staff will also be present, 
The body of Tomlinson will be first taken 
to the residence and then to St. Paul’s 
“lutheran church, from Where the funeral 


will oceur. The headquarters of the Fen- 
c#8tes have already been draped in mourn- 
ing. 


Acting Lieutenant Tomlinson was chief 
of the stationery _ printing division of 
the interior departmént, The chiefs of the 
division met in Secretary Smith's office and 
appointed various committees to take ac- 
tion on the death of Tomlinson, Resolu- 
tions of regret were adopted. 

The story of Tomlinson’s death was told 
yesterday by one of his comrades, who 
happened to witness the awful aftuir. 

“He had been on the train whieh was to 
take out one of the visiting companies,” 
said the Fencible, “and stepped off the 
cars just as the encine started off. He had 
his military cape thrown about his head to 
protect him from the rain, amd, on account 
of the attendant noises, fafled to hear or 
see the approach of a switch engine, which 
struck him down. His chest was mashed in 
horribly. Some one ran to him and asked 
who he was and just before he died he re- 
plied: ‘Tomlinson.’ That was. all he ever 
Said. It’s taken ali the ginger out of us, I 
Can tell you.”

Shortly before. noon yesterday there en- 
tered the exeoutive office at the capitol a 
grief stridken colored man who deferen- 
tially awaited his turn among a number of 
callers. In husky, broken tones the negro 
recited the circumstances surrounding the 
killing of his demented son, Daniel Brog- 
den, last Sunday night in DeKalb coynty. 

The old man stated to.the governor that 
Park Holbrook, a convict guard, and a 
companion were searching for a prisoner 
who had escaped a few hours previously. 
While prosecuting their search they saw 
young Brogden walking a short distance 
in advance, 

They called upon him to halt, but instead 
the negro broke into a run. The guards 
followed, and the pistol in the pocket of 
one of them fell out and was discharged. 
Holbrook theught his companion meant to 
kill the negro, and he fired. It is said that 
Holbrook disappeared the next day and has 
not since been seen about his usual quar- 
ters, notwithstanding the fact that a cor- 
oner’s jury returned a vérdict asserting 
that Brogden came to his death by a gun- 
shot wound {inflicted by an ofticer while in 
the discharge of his duty, which finding 
virtually exonerates Holbrook. 

Brogden pleaded with the governor to 
offer a reward for the apprehension of 
Holbrook, saying that himself and neigh- 
bors conversant with the circumstances of 
the case, were not satisfied with the ver- 
dict, and that they did not believe that the 
guard’s action was justifiable, or that he 
had the slightest grounds upon which to

. to the Association. 


THE ATLANTA AND FLORIDA STILL OUT 


Definite News Hxpected Concerning the 
Southern Railway's Policy on July 
_15th—Otker Railroad News. 


The little error of the Georgia Midland 
and Gulf railroad has been fully forgiven 
and that line has been received back into 
the fold of the Southern Passenger Associ- 


withdrawn. 

A circular restoring the road to full re- 
lations with the other roads of the asso- 
clation was issued yesterday by Assistant 
Commissioner M. Slaughter, and was good 


news to the officials of that line. ‘The 
restoration was doubtless due to the en- 
ergetic efforts of General Manager Gunby 
Jordan, Governor Northen’s new appointee 
as railroad commissioner. 

The order barring the Georgia Midland 
and Gulf and the Atlanta and Florida roads 
from’ the association was issued some days 
ago after a full hearing of the facts. The 
trouble arose over a violation of the regula- 
tions of the association as regarded a spe- 
cial rate made for the Knights of Pythias 
to the convention at Columbus. It was 
charged before Commissioner Slaughter 
that the two roads ignored the rate named 
by the association and made one of their 
own. The order yesterday restores only 
the Georgia Midland and Gulf to the asso- 
ciation. The original order is still in effect 
so far as the Atlanta and Florida is con- 
cerned. The order issued yesterday reads: 

“Circular No. 1,252, Southern Passenger 
Association, Commissioner’s office, Atlanta, 
Ga., July 10, 1894. Restoration of Ticket 
and Baggage Check Representation Over 
the Georgia Midland and Gulf Railroad. 
To Genera] Passenger Agents of Companies 
Members of the Southern Passenger Asso- 
ciation. Gentlemen: By virtue of the author- 
ity given the commissioner by the rate com- 
mittee in the ofder discontinuing passenger 
relations with the Georgia Midland and 
Gulf railroad to restore such relations when 
satisfactory evidence wag given him by 
such road that in the future it would 
strictly observe the rates and rules of the 
Southern Passenger Association and the 
circulars issued thereunder, such evidence, 
which to the commissioner’s mind is en- 
tirely satisfactory,having been given him by 
the general manager of said line, the com- 
missioner hereby rescinds so much of his 
order embraced in circular No. 1,244 as ap- 
plies to the Georgia Midland and Gulf rail- 
road, and the passenger relations between 
that company and the lines members of 
the Southern Passenger Association are 
hereby restored, and all outside lines are 
requested to recommence the sale of tick- 
ets and the checking of baggage to points 
on or reached by the Georgia Midland and 
Gulf railroad in connection with lines mem- 
bers of this association.

Low Rates Named. 

Commissioner Slaughter yesterday issued 
excursion rates for several reunions and 
conventions. The big reunion of the Forty- 
second and Forty-third Georgia regiments.

round trip, tickets to be sold on the cer- 
tificate plan. Secretary Warren H. Camp- 
bell, of Gainesville, is to sign tickets. 

The same rate was made to the delegates 
attending the Methodist conference at Car- 
roliton, July 18th. Various other rates were 
named by the commissioner. 


Southern railroad men are much in the 
Same position occupied by Wilkins Micaw- 
ber—waiting for something to turn up. 

This ‘“‘something’’ they expect to make its 
appearance next Monday, July i6th. By 
that time the sale of the several roads 
that have been bought by the representa- 
tives of the Southern railway will have 
been confirmed by the courts and the offi- 
cials of the big system will be in position 
to announce definitely their plans. 

There is nothing to prevent them from 
getting. everything ready to be announced 
immediately after the sale is confirmed. 
The big officials, President Spencer, General 
Manager Green, Third Vice President Bald- 
win and others, were at Asheville yesterday, 
and it is presumed that they held a con- 
ference. Mr. Green and Mr Baldwin have 
just finished a hasty inspection of part of 
the Southern system and on their tour prob- 
eably gained some points that will aiqd them 
materially in settling upon a future 
policy. 

“You may put it down,” said a railroad 
man who Keeps pretty well posted, yester- 
day, “‘that there will be something defi- 
nite from headquarters by July 16th. The 
anxious ones will be relieved by that time, 
and it will be generally known just how 
the system will be operated and who is to 
hold on. Of course it cannot be told what 
will be done, but I feel sure that there wil] 
be some railroad news about July 16th.”
